The provincial department of railways 
and telephones has heen advised that the 
application for a commercial license for 
radio station CKUA has been received by 
the board of governors of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation and will be con- 
sidered by that body at an early meeting. 

The further application for the trans- 
fer of the present station license from the 
University of Alberta to the department of 
telephones will also be given considera- 
tion 

It is difficult to understand why either 
of these jappeals should require further 
study or consideration. The facts are all 
eminently clear and have been before the 
board of governors on at least two previ- 
ous occasions. 

What needs to be decided is not the in- 
trinsic merit of the application——because 
this has been well established — but 
whether or not the CBC proposes to bow 
to a radio monopoly in this community

Goes Very Deep Is New

SAN FRANCISCO.—Lack of reab 


unity of views between the USA 
the United Kingdom and the Soviet 
Union is the poisoned spring to 
which most of the many ills re-

Bringing “the delegations of the 
three countries together has shown 
that their disunity goes deeper than 
most observers had suspected

| Divergence of views between the

Far worse would be the revela- 
tion of permanent difference con- 
cerning Germany. Comparatively 
the eastern European countries are

Meanwhile, aithough al! Italy is 
distressed by the Trieste affair 
especially since it is accompanied by 
the French occupation of the entire 
Aosta valley. It is seeing threats 
of truncations in the east and west 
The Communists stand by Tito de- 
spite the fact that previously they 
were most energetic against the loss 
of territory, thus demonstrating the 
comintern is still in working order

This may appear astounding tc 
Canadians who are accustomed to 
the parliamentary process as we 
have always known it tn this coun 
try. But in the case of the CCF it is 
perfectly logical and, indeed, in

The CCF proposed that the gov 
ernment of Canada should manage 
every aspect of the nation’s life 
Wh the conflicts of the variou 
areas, groups and classes of Can 
ada are now worked out by the 
shifting daily compromise of the 
market, the CCF government would 
settle these conflicts by direct gov 
ernment order and enforce its 
orders by law. Every area, group 
and class would have to take what 
the government decided 

To enforce such a system of regi 
mentation and regulation the gov 
ernment would have to exercise 
such a weight of power as Canada 


apple of discord. For if either side 
were to obtain the impression that 
the other were paving the way for 
a future understanding with even a 
diminished Reich, it would blast big 
power unity into microscopic frag 
ments. British and American re 
sentment over Soviet failure to ob- 
serve its agreements in Poland 
Romania or Yugoslavia would be 
nothing to Russian indignation were 
the Soviets to get the idea that 
Britain or the United States was 
inclining toward a soft peace for 
beaten Germans

Yet how can Russians avoid this 
impression when their representa- 
tives at San Francisco cannot but 
hear Britishers of both major po- 
litical parties suggesting ‘that per- 
haps it would be better not to push 
the Germans “too far’? How else 
are the Soviets likely to interpret 
British refusal to permit the French 
to take over Germany west of the 
Rhine? What else can they make of 
the spectacle of American generals 
being pHotographed with Marshal 
Kesselring or actually shaking the 
bloody hand of Herman (the Hog) 
Goering? How otherwise could they 
judge our slowness in trying, judg- 
ing and executing the war criminals 
already in our hands? 

It is safe to predict that unless 
the Big Three plus France reach a 
single policy towards Germany the 
new international organization will 
turn out to have little or no sub- 
stance 

Obviously, responsibility for lack 
of a united policy towards Germany 
is by no means limited to London 
and to Washington. Moscow can be 
equally blamed. For many months 
Anglo-American proposals in the 
three-power London European Ad- 
visory Council were either un- 
auswered or brushed off by the 
Soviet representative. Meanwhile 
persistent ignoring of Stalin's 
promises by Soviet generals, the 
steady and rcientless spread of 
peta. bec leer tratnci wen Lees eS 
has never allowed any government 
even in wartime. And behind such 
power the government would need 
the constant support of a parlia- 
mentary majority which would 
never question its decision It 
could not afford to have supporters 
in Parliament who, at any point 
would criticize and possibly upset 
any important part of the great 
over-all plan for the nation, There- 
fore, the CCF must pick its can- 
didates not according to the wishes 
of the local constituents but accord 
ing to the candidate's loyalty and 
trustworthiness, his willingness to 
acce;t control from the top

This has always been clear in 
theory.
